(in the last report we indicated up-to-date mapping, geodetic 
and gravimetric data were lacking throughout the Bloc and suggested 
desperate priority attention to collection; that Soviet activities 
. :..r in the Antarctic are becoming an important intelligence gap; that 
development of strategic importance of Africa indicated focusing 
attention on a general lack of detailed and evaluated intelligence 
on this area.) In addition to the kind of information included in 
the parentheses above, please indicate any major intelligence 
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deficiencies which have been revealed since the 3 June report 
or any change in the above-cited deficiencies. Intelligence 
failures which have resulted, in major intelligence gaps should 
be cited,
